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Now having drawn up his own particular Diſſatisfa&tions, 7 preſented the 
Menthly Meeting, lays he, with a Paper of Complaint of my Aggritvances. This 
Paper of Complaint one might reaſonably expe& ſhould have been the firſt in his 
Book ; but it is not brought forth till in his 7th page. But his Book begins 
with another Paper, pretended to be a Complaint of ſeveral Friends belonging to 
the Monthly Meeting of Reading, to the Quarterly Meeting at Ore, againſt W. 
Lambell, for not Recording in the Monthly Meeting-Book A. Bonifiel*s particu- 
lar Complaint againſt him and Fo. Buy. Now though his Charges againſt. L. 
and 7. B. werein order of time before his Complaint to the Quarterly Meeting 
at Ore, againſt W. L. yet fince he hath placed the latter firſt, I will give Tome 
accouut of that firſt. It is a Complaint againſt W. L, conſiſting of two parts, 
ore for refuſing to Record in the Monthly Meeting-Book the Complaint he had 
made to that Meeting againſt W. L. and Fobn Buy ; and that Meeting's referring 
it to the Quarterly Meeting ; the other, for not bringing the Meeting's Book to 
the Meeting, and refuſing to let him have it to look into. The better to ſet off 
his Complaint, and to give the more Corntenance and Authority to it, he pre- 
tends that ſeveral other Friends, belonging to the Meeting, were troubled and ſore 
grieved at W. Us refuſing to Record his Complaint, &c. and did from thence take 
occaſion to draw up that Paper of Complaint tothe Quarterly Meeting againſt him, and 
that thoſe Friends did «ppojint him ( A. B.) to deliver it on their behalf, as alſo on 
his own ; and accordingly he hath ſigned the Paper thus, {| By Abraham Boni- 
field, or: the behalf of the reſt concerned ]. Now inall this he hath not acted in the 
Truth that is plain and innocent, but hath uſed beguiling Craft to deceive his Rea- 
der. For when the Friends, appointed by the Quarterly Meeting to hear his 
Complaint, and end the Difference, came to examine the Matter, and inquire 
into the Particulars, I well remember, ( for I was one of them ) that when we 


asked him who, and what Friends of Reading Meeting were one with him in that- 


Complaint, which he had ſigned on the behalf of the reſt concerned, he could 
not, or would not, name one, but R. Sandiiands being preſent, did acknowledge 
that he was one with A. B. therein. And*whereas he Charges W. L. (and it is 
the main part of his Charge ) that he refuſed to Record the Complaint in the 
Monthly Mecting- Book ( after the Meeting had referred: it to the Quarterly 


Meeting) notwithſtanding that it was the Order, Concluſion and Agreement of 


the Monthly Meeting. I do not remember that it was made appear to us that 


the Monthly Meeting did order W. L. to Record it in their Book, though they 


did refer it to the Quarterly Meeting to end it. And'it doth appear by the Com- 
plaint it ſelf, as 4. B. has publiſhed ir, that W. L. did notrefule to ſtand to the 
Agreement of the Monthly Meeting, for referring it to the Quarterly Mecting to. 
be ended. For the Complaint ſ:ith, The, Meetirg came to this Unanimous Conclu- 
fon, viz, to refer it to the Quarterly Meeting to end, - to which both Parties did agree. 
So that the ſubſtance of the Matter was anſwered by W. L. tm-agreeing with 
the Monthly Meeting to refer it to the Quarterly Meeting- And it is no ſign 
that the Monthly Meeting was offended with W. L. for not Recording it ; that 
moſt of the Friends belonging to-that Meeting, when they underſtood 4.

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inthe Caſe, ever heardof,, or uſed, that I know of, amongſt w« before, &c, Ts not 
this a Ridiculous Exception for any one to mike, eſpecially for one that fain 
would paſs for a Wiſe Man? Would he have had us to have ſtaid near Three 
Months to have asked the Quarterly Meeting ( which h2d left the whole Matter 
to us) whether if one Meeting about it would not ſuffice, we might appoint 
two ? And whether, it we were not ſatisfied in the Forenoon,. we might not 
mect again in the Afrernoon ? He carries on his Cavil further, -blaming us for 
$viting both Men and Women, and they too only ſuch as we beſt liked and approved of. 
To the firſt I ſay, both Men and Women were proper to be preſent, for he 
had complained on bzhalf of others, as well as himſelf, who might be Women 
as well as Men, for ought we knew, and he would not tell us who, or what they 
were.

fort of Queſtion, viz. Whether thſe Articles and Charges that ke had drawn up a- 
gainſt W.1 , and J.B. mere in the Thoughts of thoſe Friends,true or falſe ? Had that been 
a properor pertinent Queſtion, I pray,when the Monthly Meeting, before which 
he had laid thoſe Articies and Charges, had not examined or enquired into them, 
but to free themſelves from the trouble and diffi-ulty thereof, had referred them 
to the Quarterly Meeting ? Nay, had it-not bzen both improper and abſurd, 
for us to have put thar Qaeſtion tothe Friends, much more to have. concluded 
any thing upon their Thouzhts,. concerning tie cruth or falſhocd of thoſe parti- 
calar Articles and Charges, when as A. B who was the Author of them, refuſed 
To ſubmit them tous, or l:t us have the examining of them? Yet the Friends did 


ſeverally, according to the Experience they had, the Obſervations they had 


made, andthe Senſe God bad given unto then, declare, That A, Bonifield binſclf 
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w.43 the man, that had frequently broten the Peace of the Publick Meetings, by ſini< 
ting at boneſt Friends, which had brought great Grief and Burden upon many tender 
Hearted ones, Andthat they did believe, that W, L. and J. B. were not ſuch men 
as he had repreſented them to be, viz. to ſeek ro Exerciſe Lordſhip over their Brethren :

Friends. 

After we had received this Account from the Friends of the place ; A. B. 
having utterly refuſed to bring the particular matters to an hearing before us, 
in order to be ended by us, we who were appointed by the Quarterly Meeting, 
withdrew amoig our ſelyes, to confer together about the matter, and to draw 
up a Report thereof, to be made to the next Quarterly Meeting. And before 
we went away, itaroſe in our Hearts inthe Love of God, to write a few Lines 
tenderly to A. B. to perfuade him to be quiet, which we did as followeth: -

- Atthe next Quarterly Meeting which was holden at Reading on the 4th of the *

Againſt this Judgment A. B. and R, S. exclaimed extreamly, calling it an _ -, 
Unrighteous Judgment. And when at the next Quarterly Meeting (which was. - 
zt Newberry the 6th of the 10th Month, 1691.) it was read, A. B. being pre- 

' ſent, was fo Clamerous and Troubleſome, that the Meeting could not well pro- 


ceed in their buſincſs. For which reaſon partly, and partly becauſe ſome Friends ; 
were willing to try what might be done, to bring him toa ſenſe of his evil do- Py 
ivg, and to repent thereof ; that fo the Recording of ir might have been ſpared, 

i was not Recorded in the Book at that Meeting. (Which tenderneſs towards ; 


him, he hath fince made an ez »ſe of, falſly ſuggeſting, as if the Meeting 
was not ſatisfied therewith, and could not agree about Recording of it; )butat + ., 
the next Quarterly Meeting following, it was Recorded by Order of the Meeting 
in the Meeting-Book : A. B. (who was preſent) behaving himſelf more like a 
Man bereaved of his Sences, than like a Sober Man, threatning a fad Judgment ; 
that ſhould fall on Friends, if they did Record that Unrighteous Judgment (as , 
be called it) for he by his great ſwelling words, would have frighted Friends (if 
he could) from doing it. But Friends few his Spirit to be wrong, and Recorded 
the Judgment, which hath ſtood, and will ſtand oyer him, and let him twiſt or 
tWine which way he can, he will never get from under it, unleſs he Repent. 
Thus Reader, I have given thee, as briefly as I conld, a plain and true Ac- 
count of this Matter, fo faras the Quarterly Meeting was concerned in it ; by 
which thou mayeſt ſee a pretty dealof A. Borifield*s Shifting Tricks, the uncer- 
rainy. of his Temper, and the wnrulineſs of his Spirit, which cannot reſt nor be 
quict., He hath repreſented things in his Book far otherwiſe than in truth they 
| Were, 
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were. Butheis ſohobled inthe doing it, that from his own Book his Falſhood 
appears. - He makes the ground of his refuſing to ſtand Tryal before thoſe 
Friends whom the Qnarterly Meeting, upon his Complaint had (with his own 
conſent) referred it to; becauſe his Complaint was not openly read in the Quare 
rterly Meeting. In this he diſcovers a great want both of Judgment and Sincerity. 
Flad he not wanted Judgment, he mighthave ſeen, that as it was properly in the 
Power, and at the Diſpoſe of the Quarterly Meeting, whether a Complaint, not 
coming from a /Yonthly Meeting, but in a private manner, ſhould be read openly 
inthe Meeting or no: So it was not reaſonable, that a Complaint againſt any 


- Member or Members of the Meeting, ſhould be read openly in the Meeting, 


unleſs that Meeting had intended to have had the whole matter contained in ſuch 
Complaint Examined, Heard, Try'd and Determined in the open Meeting; 
which that Meeting did not think fir. Had he not wanted Sincerity, he would not 
have ſtarted back, and refuſed to ſtand to what the Meeting had Ordered, and 
himſelfhad agreed to;much leſs would he have alledged this as a Pretence or Ex- 
cule for his ſo doing, when-as he had conſented to ſubmit his Cauſe to be Heard 


.and Determined by thoſe Seven Friends whom the Meeting had appointed 


thereunto, and the time was ſet for the hearing thereof, after he knew the Meet- 
ing had refuſed to have his Complaint openly read. And he himſelf afrerwards,at 
the Quarterly Meeting at Reading, in the 3d Month, 1691. without having his 
Complaint openly read, did offer to leave his Cauſe to the ſame Seven Friends, that 
had been before appointed by the Meeting, for them ts hear and end ie, which 
ſhews his Exception againſt them both before and ſince, was but a Shi/ring Cavity 
and that he was void of Integrity in urging It. 

Beſides, the Reaſons (as he calls them) which he gives why he would have 


- had his Complaint read openly ; and why upon the not reading thereof, he re- 


fuſed to ſtand to the Meerings Order, and his own Agreement, doth \ufficiently 
manifeſt his own unreaſonableneſs ; they are in p. 4, 5, $- of his Book, where 
alſo he changes the Title of his Paper from a Complaint to a Petition, which 


| word he repeats over and over, near halfa ſcore times (I gueſs) and in his Gon- 


fuſion, callsit ſometimes-(and moſt often) a Petition ſimply ;, ſometimes a Petition, 
or Complaint; and anon a Petition and Complaint ; not knowing himſelt what he 
would be at : Or as if he knew not the difference between a Perition and a Come 
plaint, Charge or Impeachment, The fore-part of that Paper which he calls, 
Something offered as the Reaſons of defiring the publick Hearing or Reading of 4 
Petition, &c. (which beginsin his 4th page) hath nothing in it of Reaſon, or 
that looks like Reaſon ; let him aſſign any Sentence cut of it if he can, After 
thatin p. 5. he ſets anew Title thus; Hee followeth ſomething upon a Second and 
more Deliberate Conſideration, what I now find my ſelf concerned and beſt ſatisfied 
ro do; and ſofarishe from offerins Realons in this, that it rather ſhews his 
reſolute Will, than Reaſon : To this, in his 6. p. he adds a Poftſeripr, in which 
he ſays are Two weighty Reaſons for a Publick Hearing of the Petition ; firſt, becauſe 
the Grievances therein contained, relate to the Zonthly Meeting, fo not a Private nor 
a Perſonal Concern. If this be true, ic makes againſt him: For it 15 evident, 
the Monthly Meeting did not Imploy, nor Impower bim to make Complaint, of 
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iny Grievances relating to them. He cannot, dares not, ſay they did ; what 


then had he to do toexhibit- a Complaint of Grievances relating to the 2onth/+ 


Mecting, without the Order, DireQion,or Appointment of the Morrhly Meering ? 
Nay, without the Conſent or Privity of the Monthly Meeting ? If he had not 
been a very Buſie Body, he might (one would think) have given the Monthly 
Meeting leave to have made their own Complaint of Grievances relating to 
them, if they had any. So that this is ſo far from being a Reaſon for him, 
that it is a Reaſon againſt him, weighty enovgh of it ſelf, to have juſtified the 
Dnarterly Meeting, for not reading his Complaint openly in the Meeting. A. B's 
fecond Reaſon is, Becanſe every Member 1s equally concerned to exerciſe the Senſe 
and Underſtanding that God has giventhem. This I grant, but when a Contro- 
verſie is brought to a Meeting, and that Meeting agree to commit the Hearin 
and Determining thereot toa Sele&t Number, ſurely then, no Member of that 
faid Meeting ought further to concern himſelf in that matter, without the Con- 
carrence of the whole Meeting. 

To manifeſt yet farther the Vnfairneſs of this Man, obſerve that in p. 3. he 
fays, 1 never left my Caſe wholly unto them, viz. the Seven, &C. or ſatisfied at all, 


#07 any further nor otherwiſe neither, than as conſtrained and forced to what I did. 


When-asall the Friends then preſent, know that he agreed with the Meeting in 
it. And hisexcepting againſt one (forthe Meeting named eight at firſt) is an: 
Argument that he conſented to the Meetings Choice in the other Seven. But 
that which puts it ont of alt doubt is, that about half a year after, at the Quar- 


revly Mereting at Reading, he offered to-the Meeting to refer and leave his Cauſe 


to the Hearing and Determination of theſe ſame Seven Friends, whom the Meet- 
ing had choſen before, and that no:delay might be occaſioned, by the abſence of 
one of them, he himſelf named another Friend, and deſired he might be added 
to the Six, in the room of him that was abſent ; which plainly ſhews, he appro» 
wed: the Choice, andaccordingly he went on to exhibit, and make oat his Char- 
ges beforethem. 

Yet hehath another fetch, which- looks with: rather a worſe face than the 
former; for when he ſaid, F never left my Caſe wholly unto them, viz. the Se: 
ven, &c. he adds, Ts ſubjett or ſtand to their Award, any otherwiſe than only condi« 
#10nal, and with this proviſe, if managed impartially and to ſatisfa#1om, p. 3. and 
D: 5. He ſays, Szeing a Publick Hearing of it could not be obrained, I condeſcended 
#2t>e afo eſaid; provided it was done-imparially and to ſatifaltion; And in p. 6. 
ſpeaking, of his having condefcended-to refer the matter unto the aforefaid fox 
2n Hearing, Ending, &c. he adds, yer wot without a eonditional Reſerve. Now 
dvth-not this manifeſt great nar of Sinceriy in him, to pretend and make a ſhew 
of giving ap his Cauſe, and leaving it to Friends to hear and'end; and'yetat 
the fame time have a conduzonal reſerve in his-Mind, a-ſecrert Provifo, to let himfeif 
loole by ? Doth this agree with bis writing himfelf Thine in theTrath that is plain, 
tnnoceut, and void of the beguiling Crafts of men * Surely-one would think he writ 
that: Craf:ily; that he might the more eaſily begwle thoſe that are indecd* Plain and 
Irmocent-Now pray mark what this. private Condition, this Mental Reſervation, 
this. ſecret Proviſo was ;. he gixes-it in-theſe wards, viz tf navaged. impartially 
and to ſarisfatiion, Y. 3, Proviced. it was Aone inipartially and to. ſarufaGion,, p. x.

Who was to judge whether it was done impartially, but himſelf ? And for whoſe 
fatisfaQion did he provide, but his own ? Was not this an abominable F»ggle and 
Abuſe, for him to pretend to give up his Caſe to Friends,and leave it tothem to 
Hear and Determine,and yet keep a ſecret Reſerve in his Mind, that if he was not

his ſatisfaQtion ; otherwiſe he would Appeal from them, for ſo it ſzems he did 
intend from the firſt, as he intimates p. 5. F condeſended to the aforeſaid, provided 
it was done: impartially and to [atisfa&tion, elſe did intend (ſays he) to refer it, by 
Appeal, to rhe Yearly Meeting, And as he intended not to ſtand to our Deter= 
mination, unleſs it were to (his) fatisfattion, fo it ſeems as if ke had intended: 
alſo, before we medled with it, not to be ſatisfied with what we ſhoald do in 
it. For in thePaper he had drawn up before we came to enquire: into it, (and 
which, when we came, he read tous as his Reaſons for refuling.to let us med- 
dle with it) he ſays, Seeing there was ſuch an irregular ſtep made in the very begin= 
ning (by which he means the Meeting?s not letting him read his Complaint in the: 
open Meeting) we c47not reaſonably expett theſe few can either go on well, or end it, fs 
as it ought to bs to ſatisfattion. And ſo much had he poſſeſſed his Mind with that(or. 
at leaſt pretended ſo) that when we came firſt to Reading abont it, he would not: 
open the matter to us, nor yield that we ſhould at all meddle with it. Now [. 
deſire the Rezder to obſerve and conſider the Nature, Temper and. Spiriz <e- 
this Manz how prone he #5 ro Contention and Quarreling, and what contrivances he 
has, and what Previſion he: makes, to- continue and perpetuate: Diſcord and 
Strife ; by excepting againſt the proper ways and means for ending it. For

A. Bonifield hath another Exception-egai;:t us; nd that I think ſhews hisFel--þ 
ly, as much as the former doth his Faiſeneſs : He is angry that we gaveany JucCg- 
ment at all, alledging, that we were appoinzed- for Reconcilers (5:0: Fudges) but toy 
hear and end all Differences b2twixt them, ſo he has i: in his Title Page. Andy 
P. S. he ſays, Ir was not for a Sentence or Fudrment, vt for "Juſtice ans Equity, 
Hearing and. Ending of all Differences, tiat it was commint:a unto them AQ Ps 3s 
he-ays, New her yet would any Rational Man think, the, af feid at their Aicetin® _# 
Reading (unleſs { were beſiaes ry ſelf, or wholly 31Satuated) a Meeting mnte” 277. 
Judgment, Senterce,.. &f. tut Reconriiiaion, Hearing gd Ending ail DGirences he 
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rwixt ns; would any Rational Man, that reads theſe Paſſages, think otherwiſe 
of him, but he was beſides himſelf, and wholly infatuated when he writ this ? 
Did ever any Man before this, blame Referrees, or thoſe to whom the Hearing 
and Ending of Differences was committed, for giving Judgment or Sentence 
between the Parties differing ? Would he have had the Difference heard and 
ended without Judgment? *Tisa ſign he is a 44an of ſmall Judgment himſelf. If 
any have a mind to have buſineſs done nitheut Fudgmenr, they may ſend for him. 
We were (he confeſſes) to hear and end all Diff:rznces betwixt them ; but he 
thinks we were not appointed to judge between them. To what purpoſe do 
Perſons hear Differences, but to end them? How is it likely they ſhould end 
them, if they may notdec/are where the ground of the Difference lies ? Which 
Partyl1s in the right, which is in the wrong? Who is to be blamed, and for 
what ? If theydeclare this, that Declaration is Judgment or Sentence. When 
Perſons differ, each comonly thinks himſelf in the right, and his Adverfary in 
the wrong; if neither can convince the other; then (ecauſe none is fit to be 
Judge in his own Cauſe) recourſe is had to others, who are Authorized to Hear 
and Determine. That Determination is commonly made, by declaring which of 
the differing Parties is in the wrong, or does the wrong, and wherein. And 
that is called giving of Judgment. But it is a folly next to madneſs, to ſay, 
as he does, they were appointed to hear and end all Differences, but not for 


Judges, or to give Judgment. I have heard ſay, that the Commiſſion by which 


the Judges ſir to try Cauſes at.the Aſſizes, is called a Commiſſion of Oyer and 
Terminer, and that thoſe words ſignifie to Hear and Determine. Now would it 
not be a wile buſinels for ſuch an one as Abraham Boxifield (if there be any ſuch 
one) to tell the Judge, when he is to try a cauſe, That he is appointed not to 
Judge, but to hear andend the Cauſe in difference ? But what makes 4. B. ſo 
averſe to Judgment ? Surely it is no Credit to his Cauſe, nor ſign of Innocency 
in'him. He might have remembred-David's ſaying, The Mouth of the Righteous 
fpeaketh Wiſdom, and his Tongue talketh of Judgment, Pſal. 36. 30. 

Now it 15 to be obſerved,that after we had heard A.B*sComplaints and Charges 
again{t W. L. and F. B, and had given our Senſe therespon, and the Quarterly 
Meeting approving the fame, had cauſed it to be Recorded in the Mecting's 
Book, 4. B. raged extreamly, and troubled Friends, both in City and Country 
with his Letters and Papers, as his Book ſhews, where he has Publiſhed the Co- 
pies of diverſe of them,to his own ſhame. In his 11th p. he hath Printed a Letter 
cirected to the Friends of the Second Days Morning Meeting at Lodon, filled 
with Complaints againſt particular Perſons, becauſe they would not own and 
joyn with him, when he took upon bim to Picachand Pray in Publick Mcetings, 
ater he was gone into Enmity and Prejudice, and had rejeed the Quarterly 
Mceting*s Order, and broken his own Agreement, In his 12. and 13. pages he 
ſetsa Copy of a Letter which he ſent to me, in which he very much abuizes me, as 
he doth often in his Book, endeavouring to faſten vpon me, that at the 
Quarterly Meeting at Newberry, in the 5th Month, 1691. after we had heard 
Ye Complaints, and given our Judgment on them, when he Appealed tothe 

a, Meeting, 1I ſhould propoſe a Medium, that the Buſineſs ſhould be refer- 
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redanew to ſome Ancient Friends at Londor. This he repeats many times over; 
in his Book, with as much confidence as if it were true; whereas | never made. 
any ſuch Propoſal, nor was it likely I ſhould, ſeeing I was one of-the Seven, who 
had heard and given ſudgment on the Difference before. But ſeeing, after his 
many Repetitions of this Story, and Cavils about it, he refers to the Quarter- 
ly Meeting s Book for proof, ſaying, p. 49. But yet if any may be doubtful of 
the Truth of what is here alledged, and ſooftencited by me concerning him aild it, &C. 
pray let ſuch have recourſe to their Quarterly Book, and the minute made upon it at the 
aforeſaid Meeting. Now though I was not doubtful, but certain that no ſuch 
Propoſition was made by me, |] have ſearched the Quarterly Meeting's Book, thar 
I might be the better able to ſatisfie others, and co find and declare, that there 
15 no minute nor mention in the Meeting's Book, of any Propoſition made by 
me, or by any other Member of the Meeting, for 4. B. to Appeal or Refer his 
Cauſe to either the Yearly Meeting, or any particular Friends. And all that is 


entered in the Mceting's Book, at the Quarterly Meeting, with reſpe& to the . 


Buſineſs of A. B. is this, viz. That © the Friends appointed by the Quarter- 
<« 1y Meeting,to hear the Complaints and Charges of A. B. againſt W. L. and 
© F. B. andtoput'an end to all Differences between them, did give account that 
&« accordingly the ſame Tame day, they had a full Hearing of the whole matter, 
« both of 4. Bs Papers and Charges, and W. L. and F. B's Anſwers. And 
& when they had conſidered of the matters in the Counſel of the Lord (according 
< to that meaſure of his Spirit and Wiſdom given to them) they drew up a Paper 
« containing their Judgment upon the whole matter as before- mentioned, which 
& Paper was now read. Now judge, Reader, whether this.be not a very wicked 
Man, to forge fuch a falſething, and to endeavour to faſten it upon me, and to 
revile and abuſe me ther-npen, ſo ſhamefully as he hath done through his Book, 
when he had noground for it; And to refer to the Quarterly Mecting's Book 
for proof of it, when there is no mention of it there, And indeed, all that [ 
can remember that was {aid at the Ovarterly Meeting aboat it, was but this, 
when he threatned the Meeting that he would carry it by Appcal to the Yearly 
Meeting, or would lay it before ſome Ancient Friends, and named G. W. ard. 
S. C. 1lmade anſwer to this cff.&t, That whitherſoever he carried it, I did not doubt 
but all honeſt Friends that ſhould haws the hearing of it, would have Unity with ts in 
what we had done #n; the matcer, And this-evil-minded man, hath the confiderce 
to affirm overard over, that at the Meeting I propoſed his laying of it bzfore 
ſome Ancient Frierds at £:adun, and that | named &. i. ands. C. onhis parr. 
But his own Confuhon, and felf-contradiction, ſufficiently ſhews the falſeneſs of 
kis Story. For wherees at tat Quarterly Meeting at Newberry in the 5th month, 
1691, he. thr2atned to Appeal to the Yearly Meeting, and lays, P. 14. That 1 
thereupon propoſed, as a medium, a Referrexce to fome Ancient Friends at Lone 
don; he ſays in his 12. p. that the Letter he ſent to me, at the time of the 


. Yearly Mecting at London, was in order for me be aſliitant with kim in the Pro 


fecution of the Appea!, propoſed by my felf at the Quarterly Meeting at Newver- 
ry: Herehe makes as if I had propoſed tis Appeating to the Yearly Zateting, Bug 
un his Letter to the Monthly Meeting at Reaarrg, (dated near nie juonths betore 
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4 yy,” 
this, though placed after in his Book) he makes as if I had propofed a Referrenes 
to ſome ancient Friends,as a medium to prevent his threatned Appeal tothe Year- 
ly Meeting. And yet in his ſaid Letter afterwards to me at London, having men- 
rioned his being (as he ſaid) neceſſitated to Appeal, he propoſes this Referrence 
aS anew thing, thus, But eo prevent nevertheleſs, the more Publick notive and know- 


leage thereof, if thou pleaſe, we may the rather endeavour to have it referred to a certain” 


number of ancient Friends, &c, Thus he is in and out, ſtaggering and inconſi. 
ſtent with himſelf. Yer upon this falſe ſuggeſtion, that I propoſed this Refer. 
rence ; he abuſes me at his pleaſure. In his 13th p. he ſays, when he ſpake with 
me after the ſame manner (at Gracions-ſtreet) as he had written, I ſeemed as 4 
man ſurprized,and one amazed, as not knowing what to anſwer or ſay for my ſelf, but 
ſpeedily fought for ſome Houſe or Place to get away and hid: my ſelf from im. Idid 
not know before, that he counted himſelf ſuch a terrible Body, that the ſight of 
him ſhould fright me; nor do I yet know any thing 1 have done, fox which I 
nced to hide my ſelf from him, or any one elſe, (though the company of. fuch a 
quarrelſome man is not deſirable to any one that loves Peace.).

But bbis I ſhall 
have occaſion to ſpeak to hereafter, where he inſiſts more largely on it, there- 
tore paſs it by here. 


His fifth Article is, Their diſorderly breaking up ah leaving of Monih'y Meetings 
before the Buſineſs had been near done, and mhin Matters hav; been juſt under Debare 
among ww. For which he gives ſeveral inſtances, one of the 26th of the 6:h 
Month, 1690. when ke laid theſe Charges againſt them b:fore the Monthly 
Meeting, for which he refers to his Paper of Complaint. But tizat Paper of

whether ſuch Cavilers are ſatisfied or no. He gives another inſtance alſo of 
pretendeddiſorderly breaking up of a Meeting in the 5th Month, 1691, whict 
appears no more than the former. But it appears by this that he has varied, al- \ 
tered or added to his Charges, ſince he gavethem tothe Monthly Meeting, and 
theſe which he has now publiſhed, are notdirettly the ſame which he brought to 
the Monthly Meeting ; for how could ne inſtance the 5th Month, 1691. in a 
Charge exiitbited in the 6th Month, 1690. Eleven Months before ? 


Bis fixth Article is, Their encouraging and promoting at leaſt, if nct firſt projefting, 
4: he conceive, ſeveral Papers drawn up and ſigned againſt him. This is very idle and 
filly. He grounds their projecting ( as he calls it ) of thoſe Papers but upon 
his own Conception, but fer their incouraging and promoting them, he offers nor 
fo much as that, as little worth as that is. - But if they had incouraged the. fign- 
ing of thoſe Papers, yet ſolong as thoſe Papers contain nothing but what is true, 
what Evil had they done in that ? 


His ſeventh Arcicle is, Their cauſing of great Diſorders and Diſtrations jn cur 
ublick Mectings for Worſhip, by breaking up and diſſolving them in the tinie of bis 
Ee fimony and Prayer, If any Diſorder was occalioned thereby, he was the Cauſe 
thereof,by impoſing upon the Meeting nis Teſtimony (as he calls it } and Proyer, 
which Friends bag no Unity with, bit deſired him to forbcar, ſeeing him to be 
of a wro;g Spirit, and of a contentious, quarreliſom Mind ; refzting on, and 
fmiting at Faithful Friends'in that wiich he calls his Teſtimony, which was 6:3 
Teſtimony indeed, not Truth's Teitimony,:and th:refore was by Friends in 
Truth Teſtified againſt. The time be'fets for the thus breaking up of Meer- 
inzs ( when he wonld have he!d them beyond the nival time) being the 16th cf 
the 1{t Month, 1690. The26th of the ſame Mnnth, 1698, The 13th of the 
7th Month, 1691. ſhews, both that th's was after he had run out againlt Friends 
of the Monthly and Quarterly Meetings, 2nd Judgment had been given avain(t 
him; andalſo (as before) that theſe Charges are- not the ſame, which ke 
brought to the Monthiy Meeting againſt W, LE. and ?, B, in the 6:1 Month, 
1690.
